Samuel J. McSldowny died at the 


tcmejof bis son Grant, at Riddlesbnrg, 
Monday forenoon, March 16. The de- 
.ceased was born near Elinsburg on 
January 11, 182S. He was one of a 
f°mi!y of 13 children—three boys and 
t"n girls. Mrs. Eva Kegg, widow of 
Jacob Kegg, of Bedford, is the only 
one of that large family who survives 
him, Mr. McEldowny was married to 
Sarah Mary Oliver, daughter of Thom- 
a Oliver, of Cumberland Valley. This 
union was blessed with nine children— 
two girls and seven boys. 
The girls 


and one hoy are dead. The living sons 
are George, a contractor at Upper San- 
dusky, 0.; Harry, sheriff of Dnell coun- 
ty, Xeb.; Elmer, a contractor at Dav: 
W. Vs.; Grant, a furnace foreman at 
R'ddlesburg; James, an actor, who is 
constantly on the road, and Lawrence, 
a furnace foreman at Saxton. 
Mr 


McE'downy buried his helpmate at 
Everett about 13yearsago. Since then 
he has made his home at Riddlesburg 
with his son Grant. He lived in Bed- 
ford county all his life except while ho 
was on the battlefield serving his coun- 
try in both the Mexican and civil wars. 
He enli'ted in the Mexican war when 
only 17 years of age, in Company I, 
JOlst Pennsylvania Voltiuenrs, But- 
ler's army, and fonght under Sidney 
A. Johnston, commander. 
He served 


throughout the entire war and took 
part in the important battles before the 
City of Mexico. After his return from 
the war he engaged in farming in 
Friend's Cove, which occupation he 
followed almost exclusively until the 
death of his wife, in 1891. In 1861 he 
enlisted with the Pennsylvania volun- 
teers and went to the front, where he Johnstown; 
served three years, when he was hon- Claysburg; 
orably discharged and returned to Irs 
home; but he soon re-enlisted. This 
time as first sergeant of Capt. M. L. 
Ciark's company, D, 101st Regiment of 
Infantry, Pennsylvania Volunteers. He 
enrolled January 1.1864, and served to 
the end of the war. He saw hard ser- 
vice and had many thrilling experi- 
ences, which would make interesting 
reading; hot time and space will not 
permit of our entering into details 
He spent ten months and 33 days in 
southern prison pens. 
He escaped 


from Andersonville prison once and 
was so near the Union lines that be 
could hear the drums, when he was 
hunted down with bloodhounds and 
taken back to prison. 


Mr. 
McEldowny had 
a 
strong 


constitution, but seven years of hard 
service in two wars had their effect 
upon him and left him a disabled man, 
for which, in 18SS, he received a back 
pension of 863S.13 and a monthly pen- 
sion of S3, which was gradually in- 
creased until during the last three 
months of his life he received 817 per 
month. Besides the one sister and six 
eons there are 12 grandchildren who 
survive him. Services were held at the 
house at Riddlesburg by bis pastor, 
Rev Comp, and at Everett, where his 
body was laid to rest, the services 
were conducted by Rev. Hinkle.

Buffalo and 
then to Fond du Lac aud Da Pere hy 
wagon, arriving at the latter place 
late in the year and settling there 
Since that time the deceased had made 
this place her home. Mr. Loy died at 
De Pere in August, 1873. The union 
which had been made in Schellsburg 
had bean blessad with seven children, 
all sons, three of whom only are living, 
H. B Loy and F D Loy, of De Pere, 
and P. S Loy, of Milwaukee. The de- 
ceased was known by almost every man, 
woman and child in De Pere, all of 
whom were her friends and all of 
whom will remember her kindly ways 
and deeds. She was an active church 
member and was one of the charter 
members of the De Pere Presbyterian 
church, and with her death there is 
left but one surviving charter member 
of the church, Mrs. Godfrey Miller.

H, zekiah Barkman, a well known 


citizen of the county, died at his home 
in Monroe township on Tuesday. He 
was one of a family of twelve children 
and a son of Joseph Barkman, who was 
a man of prominence in the communi- 
ty in which he lived. The subject of 
this sketch lived in Monroe township 
nearly all of his lifetime. In his youth 
he learned the carpenter trade in Cum 
berland and followed that vocation, 
with the exception of several years 
spent in the service of his country, 
until 1S7S, when he laid aside 
the 


hatchet and the saw. He was a splen- 
did workman, as the many substantial 
houses he has built will testify.

the park and streets? 
And the regi-

lawa, would enlarge their play ground, 
subjecting the good people of the town 
to a triple annoyance, for the cow 
would still enjoy her liberty, judging 
from the past, and should the cow or- 
dinance include chickens and dogs, see 
how long it mlglit be until the law 
wcu^d be enforced ! ' ! 


Tin soldier and I have talked it over 


and we agree that to see sleek, well- 
kept cows grazing in pasture fields is 
a goodly scene, and we ofter laugh 
when we compare cows in pasture with 
those running at large, there is such a 
difference, in their general appearance 
ever; but we dismiss our fun when we 
see the street cows silently moving to- 
ward the square, when the shades of 
night have fallen — silently they move 
in order to keep low the tinkle of the 
be' h which some of them carry. They 
graze awhile, and then lie down for 
the night, under the 
outstretched 


branches of the sheltering trees which 
adorn the park. 
These trees are for 


the comfort of man and not of cows, 
which should be stabled by their own- 
ers 
The soldier and I sigh. And then 


when I strike the morning hour, and 
the sun arises in his glory, the house- 
wife throws open her windows to wel. 
come the sun and to inhale the balmy 
morning air, hut oh, the sight that 
meets her ! ' ! 
Cows have spent the 


night at her window or door I 
The 


windows are closed in disgust, and we 
note her countenance. 
I say to the 


soldier that my lumds tingle for the 
chance to throw stones at the cows, 
and to slap the owners of them. 
The 


soldier answers that his fingers tingle 
to grasp his musket, and hear the old 
commands "Make ready" — "Take aim" 
— "FiiiE." 
He does not say whether 


he would like to shoot the cows, or the 
"Lird Mayor of London," and all the 
"city fathers," but I'm sure, not the 
woman who is obliged to close her 
windows. 
You must not judge us 


harshly; we are faithful servants of the 
public, and our indignation is arousec 
when we see others neglect their duty. 


I like cloys, in their place, but there 


are too many roaming at large in Bed- 
ford. 
The soldier says he has seen 


dogs so watchful that in country homes 
the lawn.3 are protected by them from 
the ravages of chickens, but I reply 
that if those dogs should move to Bed 
ford, in a short time they would be too 
lazy to drive a cow or chicken off thi 
pavement. Few of the many dogs I sei 
on the square could enter the most in 
ferior dog show, and yet the resident 
of the square cannot approach a fron 
window or door without the sight of a 
number of these curs. I pity the gooi 
people, for all they have to endure; bu 
I am glad the carpet-beating nnisanc 
has been stopped by law. It was mor 
than I could endure when dirty cl 
carpets were carried by stalwart men 
or hauled in cartp, to the square, to b 
cleaned 
No wonder I would rafus 


"to go'' sometimes You notice I 
serving you better, since carpets : 
notbea'eniu the iquare. I want t 
say a word for cliichenii, the most valu 
able of domestic fowls I ".dmire them 
but not when they a-e disfiguring an 
so soiling the lawn and pavements tha

Walking along Tremont street 
pondering on the news, he lookec 
across the street and saw a coloret 
man that some inspiring spirit within 
compelled him to follow and to identi 
fy him with the murder committed in 
New York the day before. This jour 
nalistic sleuth followed the colorei 
man to a negro church, where a reviva 
was being conducted. 
He entered 


with the reporter close at his heels 
and taking a place in one of the pews 
saw him bend his head as if in prayer 
'Give us facts," said Horace Greeley to 
a new reporter, and that is'just exactly 
what the Boston reporter did not have 
Still believing in his theory, which vt 
firm as the rock of Gibraltar, tha 
could not be shaken by .defeat, he wen 
to the police office, stated his convic 
tions and was laughed at for his pains 
But it made no difference to the report 
er, for after a time the captain o 
police, to whom he stated his case 
began to be inspired with his suspi 
eion. The negro was found and ar 
rested and on him was found a pawl 
ticket for a watch which, on being re 
vealed, was sent to New York an 
identified as belonging to the murder 
ed woman. Negro Cox was tried, con 
victed and hung for that atroeiou 
crime.

vittion commission has achieved in th 
acquisition of valuable forest land 
and in reclaiming the once woodec 
areas of our state has been a source c 
much encouragement to the peopl 
who are interested in the restoration 
of our forests and in beautifying ou 
parks and highways 


The lack of forest lands is a menac 


to the water supply and greatly affect 
the climatic conditions of the country 
Every one is under obligation to rei 
dor aid in this important work, which 
benefits not only the state but th 
entire country. Nature alone canno 
repair the injury, but it is necessary 
that we join with her in replacing th 
forests. 


In order that a movement so essen 


tial and valuable may continue and i: 
order that our citizens may have ai 
opportunity to contribute to this lauc 
able work by planting trees to pro 
tect our lands and beautify our street 
and highways, I, Samuel W. P>nny 
packer, governor of the commonwealt 
of Pennsylvania, in accordance wit 
law, do hereby designate and proclaim 
Friday, the 3d day of April, and Fr 
day, the 17th day of April. A. D., 1903 
to be observed as Arbor Days through 
out tbe commonwealth.

BATTLES WITH SNOW. 


Bard Fighting For JUIIrimd Men In tbe 


KocklM. 


Every western railroad is equipped 


with a large force of snow h'gliters. 


Lotary snowplows and men who know 
ow to run them can cut their way 
hrough drifts tluit in the early days 
if western railroading would have 
esnlted in complete bhvkades. 
The 


otary suowplow is oi:e of the mar- 
els of the railroad of today, aud it is 
liberal education In the art of suow 


ightmg to see one at them eating its 
way through a white drift that tbreat- 
ns to cut off communication between 
ue east and the west. There are sev- 
ral passes In tbe Liodiy mountains 
which for six months in tlie year or 
more form a constant menace to train 
rews. These passes are situated at 
he top of the Great Divide, where the 
lements have full sway. Boreas pass, 
n Colorado, is a fair example. 
The 


now begins falling at Boreas late in 
August or early in September, and it 
oes not cease until well into May and 
ometimes June. There will be inter- 
mittent snowstorms in tbe midsummer 
months, but these arc trifling affairs 
and are not to be mentioned in the 
ame breath 
with tbe tremendous 


snowfalls of January and February. 
Tew men make their homes at Boreas, 
t is nothing for them to get up in the 
morning aud find themselves complete- 
y buried in snow. 
Tbe one store is 


usually at tbe end of a tunnel cut 
:hrough an Immense snowdrift. 
The 


population of Boreas during these 
snowy months consists, for the most 
part, of the railroad men who are en- 
;aged in the strenuous work of fight- 
ing constantly changing drifts. Snow 
at Boreas does not fall; it rages. It is 
ilown about iu swirls and eddies and 
8 forever forming new drifts as treach- 
irously as a river that is constantly 
shifting the sand banUs of Its mouth. 
These drifts are not little affairs that 
will barely cover a "stake and rider" 
fence. They are piled ten, twenty and 
thirty feet high, and they spring up iu 
a night 


To the "tenderfoot" It would seem 


Impossible to plow a way through these 
drifts at Boreas, but when a huge ro- 
;ary snowplow comes whirling up the 
:rack with three or four engines push- 
ing vigorously behind it the "tender- 
foot" reserves his decision. 
He is 


Btlll inclined to favor the snowdrift 
but he prefers to await developments 
before committing himself. 
With 


rush and a plunge tbe big rotary is 
hurled into the while mass of snow 
Black smoke pours from the engines 
and the huge blades of tbe snowplow 
eat relentlessly into the drift 
The 


snow shoots out of the orifice at the 
side of the plow, forming a huge, whttn 
semicircle constantly moving forward. 
One can keep track of the progress o 
the plow by following tbe advance- 
ment of this rainbow of suow. Foot by 
foot the rotary eats its way forward 
and finally It aud the engines an 
burled in a huge trench of white. Only 
the stacks of the engines can be seen 
belching their blaclmess on the virgin 
garb about them. But the great white 
semicircle never fails to go forward 
until finally the "tenderfoot" know 
that the drift is being conquered 
When the regular overland limited 
comes along a few bours later, the pas 
sengers do not know of the battle tha 
has just been fought. 
They trave 


through a canyon of snow as they pas 
Boreas, but they have uo idea of th 
tremendous force required to cut thi 
white path over the ridge of the con 
tinent; BO they go on, all unconsciou 
In their Pullmans, wbile the railroa 
men at the next siding ahead oil th 
rotary and gird up their loins for th 
next battle, which they know Borea 
will be prepared to give them in a fe 
hours. 


The experiences at Boreas pass dur 


ing a bard winter are duplicated a 
many other railroad passes In th 
Rocky mountains, to say nothing o 
great Btretches at lower altitudes whic 
have always been the favored haunts 
of snowdrifts and which have alway 
given railroad men great trouble. 
Is tbe unexpected element at thes 
points that brings a serious aspect t 
the situation. At tbe passes over th 
Great Divide railroad men are preparec 
for trouble, and consequently seriou 
blockades are few, but when wor 
comes that a train has failed to flgh 
its way through tbe drifts 100 or pel 
haps 200 miles from tbe nearest aval 
able rotary plow there is consterua 
Hon. 
To get a rotary plow to th 


blockaded train takes time, and In th 
meantime the drifts are accumulatin 
on the unused road, aud each hou 
brings new menaces to railroad me 
and passengers alike. 


Sometimes eveu the rotary plow ha 


been known to be caught in a snow 
blockade. 
One Instance occurred 1 


Wyoming. An engineer wbo had a re 
tary plow ou ahead and who was ma] 
lug good progress during a fierce sno1 
storm was compelled to run back a few 
miles for water. Instead of taking th 
rotary with him he uncoupled and ra 
his engine back, and in tbe meantim 
the suow gathered so fast over th 
tracks that he was unable to fight h 
way back to tbe plow. Such instance 
are rare, however, and are only owln 
.to the oversight of some trainman, fi 
B rotary snowplow with sufficient poi 
er behind it can eat its way throug 
almost anything In the shape of drifts 
—New York Tribune.
